EKNIGHTS OF THE GRIP AT LITTLE ROCK. 


Their National Convention Welcomed to 
Arkansas by Gov. Eagle. 

Larrutz Rock, Ark., June 2.—[Special.]— 
The national convention of the’ Travelers’ 
Protective Association met at Little Rock 
today. The meeting was called to order by 
President McGrew of St. Louis, who intro- 
duced Gov. Eagle. The Governor welcomed

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Buildings on the Lake-Front—Demo- 
crats Avoiding Responsibility. 

Mrs. H. M. May addressed the members of 
the Marquette last evening on her plan for 
connecting the North and South Side boule- 
vards by means of an underground tunnel. 
Her ideas met with a hearty reception, and as 
a result a resolution was giving the 
unqualified support of the club to the plan 
and appointing a committee to go to Spring- 
field to hasten the pabsage of a bill by the 
Legislature giving Chicago the power to 
make such a public improvement as the one 


proposed. 

I first thought of this plan,” said Mrs. 
May, “while in conversation with President 
Palmer in regard to the World’s Fair. I sug- 
gested to him that if he did not desire a dual 
site he might make use of the lake park and 
that portion of the lake which the Legislature 
had given the Lincoln Park Coinmissioners to 
fill in between Bellevue place and Ohio street 
and connect the two by atunnel. President 
Palmer worked along this line for some time, 
but was forced to give it up finally. 

Some means, continued Mrs. May, of 
getting. from the Lake -Shore drive to Michigan 
avenue without taking one's life in one's hands 
in the crowded business streets of the city has 
become an imperative necessity, and the tun- 
nel we propose is a solution of that difficulty. 

The tunnel begins on Ohio street, near the 
corner of St. Clair, and reaches the surface on 
the South Side under the Randolph street via- 
duct at the east edge of the city’s property on 
the lake front. Here ve propose to construct 
anew boulevard, which will connect with 
Michigan avenue at ‘Jackson street. On the 
north the tunnel will connect with the new 
Lake-Shore drive, which the Lincoln Park 
Commissioners are to construct on the made 
land, which will extend into the lake in the 
form of almost a half-irele around the break- 
water owned by Gen. Fitz-Simons. 

A Wondrfal Drive. 

This will be the most wonderful drive in the 
world, and its outermost point will be only 
800 feet from the Water-Works crib. A 
twenty-five-foot promenade is also to be con- 
structed on the inside of the drive. The 
owners along the present shore line have 
nearly all surrendered their riparian rights in 
return for the title to the made land, which 
will make as valuable building, lots as there 
are in the city. 

The tunnel will be 3,200 feet long, 18 feet 
high in the clear, and practically 50 feet wide, 
as .the partitions between the passageways 
will be open arches. The grade of the tunnel 
will be one foot in thirty. .The tunnel when 
completed will pass into the bands of the 
North and South Town Park Boards conjointly 
for maintenance, There seemsto be a gen- 
eral sentiment in favor of the tunnel on the 
part of property-owners whose land will be 
benefited, and the cost of the improvement, 
estimated to be $1,500,000, can be readily 
raised by special assessment without becom- 
ing burdensome to the property over which it 
will be spread. 

When Mrs. May had finished telling the de- 
tails of the plan she invited questions from 
the members of the club, which invitation was 
eagerly accepted by those present. 

Arthur Chetlain in a short speech urging the 
élub +o immediate action in the matter offered 
the fo.lowmg resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Decisive Action Taken. 

Wuereas, It is of vital importance to connect 
the North and South Side boulevards of the City 
of Chicago by suitable viaducts, bridges, or sub- 
ways before the World’s Columbian Exposition of 
1893; and, 

WHEREAS, To accomplish that purpose it is 

absolutely necessary to secure the requisite legis- 
lation before the adjournment of the Legislature; 
and, 
Wirres, Bills for the cementing or extending 
of boulevards and pleasure drives are now pend- 
ing in the Senate and House which amply pro- 
vide for the immediate construction of the de- 
sired improvement; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Marquette club, recognizing 
the mecessity of immediate action and after a 
careful examination of the biils above referred 
to, indorses the same, and heartily urges the pass- 
ing of one of said measures, and to that end au- 
thorizes the President to appoint a committee 
consisting of five members of the club to go at 
once and urge the passage of-the pending Senate 
or House bill before the adjournment of the 
Legislature.

DEPOSITORIES FOR CITY FUNDS. 


Ald. Hepbarn’s Proposed Ordinance—City

That until the further or- 
der of the City Couneil any regularly organized 
bank or banks in the City of Chicago in which the 
City Treasurer may elect to deposit or keep the 
moneys in his hands or which he may 
receive belonging to the City of Chica- 
go, in case such banks shall first furnish 
a bond for the safekeeping of such moneys as 
may be therein deposited on the penal sum of 
$15,000,000 (which is the estimated receipts for the 
current year from taxes and from special assess- 
ments levied or to be levied by this corporation) 
sufficient to save the corporation from loss, in 
form and with security to be approved by this 
Council, are hereby designated as place or places 
of deposit of such moneys. 

Sec. 2. Each and every bank so receiving or 
keeping any money belonging to the City of Chi- 
cago shall thereby become and be liable and held 
to have thereby agieed to pay to the City of Chi- 
cago all interest which shall be paid or agreed to 
be paid by such banks for the use of such moneys 
or for or on account of such deposits thereon ana 
to pay to the City of Chicago atthe end of such 
calendar months interest atleast at the rate of 
2% per cent per year upon the average amount of 
the daily balances for the preceding calendar

LAWYER REINHOLD GOES TO JAIL. 


The Indianapolis Crook Sentenced to Ten 
Years in the Penitentiary. 

Inpranapouis, Ind., June 2.—[Special.]— 
The trial of Lemon E. Reinhold, the lawyer 
charged with being the leader of a gang of 
burglars, came to an end today, when the 
jury returned a verdict finding him guilty and 
fixing his punishment at ten years’ imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, in addi- 
tion to which he was fined $500. 
The courtroom. was crowded at the

(3) Supposing the Assessors 
who are now ‘making the assessment on which 
the taxes of 1892 will be levied were to make a 
valuation 30 per cent higher than they did last 
year. Unless there was a similar increase 
throughout the entire State the Board of: 
Equalization would have to leave the Chicago 
assessment as ite Assessofs had made it. In 
that case the amount of money which could be 
raised by taxation would be Lo greater next 
year than this, except for new buildings. The 
State Board could not raise the valuation 
above equality with other counties without a 
violation of their oaths by the members. 
Were the Cook County assessment to be raised 
50 per cent and the basis of valuation in the 
rest of the State to remain unaltered the board 
would have to cut down this county and raise 
others or violate the law which requires equal- 
ity of assessment. Thus higher assessments 
here accomplish nothing, unless those through- 
out the State are also higher. (4)

On the 15th and 16th of July ensuing there 
will be hela at the National Prohibition Park 
on Staten Island, neat New York City, under 
the auspices of the National Prohibicion 
Camp-Ground Association, a medical con- 


| gress, over which Dr. N. S. Davis of Chicago 


will preside. The purpose ot the medical 


congress is to secure an exchange of views 
touching the physiological effects of alcohol 


on the human system, and it will be both a 
prominent and significant feature of the occa- 
sion that Dr. Leslie Keeley of Dwight, IIL, 
will read a paper upon the subject in connec- 
tion with cognate topics. 

The medical congress 16 part of à series of 
meetings, to begin on the Fourth of July, to 
consider the general subject of .temperance 
and the best way of dealing with u and other 
reform work, and how best to handle it, at 
which addresses will be made by distin- 
guished speakers, among them ex-Senator 
Ingalls, Roger Q. Mills, ex-Gov. Gordon, and 
George William Curtis. 

The most notable features of this gathering 
are the assemblage of the prominent Prohibi- 
tionists of the country, the appearance of Dr. 
Leslie Keeley with his practical cure of alco- 
holism and the opium habit; and the possibil- 
ity that a branch of Dr. Keeley’s Dwight in- 
stitation may be established on Staten Island: 
It will be a gathering of men and women who 
have combated intemperance for many long 
yeats. The contest was begun first a half- 
century ago on the lines of moral suasion. 
Public moral sentiment was awakened to an 
extraordinary extent and multitudes of con- 
verts were made. The work did not progress 
to satisfy the radical reformers, who demand- 
ed an application of militant means, so polit- 
ical prohibition was introduced—first in New 
England and then in other sections of the 
country. The attempt was made to compel 
men to abstain from drinking and to cure 
them of a disease by keeping the spirits away 
from their reach. After thirty years’ trial it 
has failed, however, and the failure is now 
conceded by all except red-hot zeajote, who 
still contend that the cravings of the human ap- 
petite for liquor can be cured by political ma- 
chinery; by the advocates of coercive tectotal- 
ism getting office and wielding the police 
powers of the State against venders and drink- 
ers of alcohol. But all careful observers have 
discovered that beneficial results on a large 
scale cannot be secured by such militant 
means, yet something must be done to eman- 
cipate the multitudes of slaves to alcoholism. 

Now comes a discovery in medicine which 
cures the diseased appetite and eradicates the 
incontrollable, irrepressible craving for spirit- 
uous drink—that which Dr. Keeley has applied 
with such astonishing success.

But the con- 
clusion of the negotiations with Spain in behalf 
of Cuba and Puerto Rico was an eye-opener. 
Their statesmen saw that the reciprocity policy 
entered upon by the United States made the reim- 
vosition of the duties inevitable as against coun- 
tries which failed to make satisfactory tradé ar- 
rangements. Now they are wondering what will 
be the outcome in the probable event of the Brit- 
ish Government refusing its sanction to a reci- 
procity trade relation with the Onited States. 
Well they may be worried. If they cannot 
make a reciprocity agreement before Jan. 1, 
1892, their sugar will have to pay a duty of $20 
a ten, and molasses in proportion, while the 
sugar and molasses from Cuba, Puerto Rico, 
and Brazil will pay no tax to enter our ports. 
Since they furnish but a small portion of the 
total supply, and what they have been sending 
here can be obtained from other countries 
duty free, the American market will be prac 
tically closed to these British islands, and they 
will be put to their wits’ ends to find markets 
elsewhere. These West India islands have 
been imposing high duties on the products of 
the United States. Jamaica, for instance, has 
been chargmg $1.94 a barrel on American 
flour, four cents a pound on bacon, and $3.65 
a barrel on pork. These unfriendly duties 
will have to go if they want to sell their saccha- 
rine in this country. What the United States 


takes from the islands must be paid for in 


American products, and not as now, half in 
our products and half in our gold—the latter 
to be sent to England and spent there. 

The Jamaicans have waited nearly eight 
months before they took any action in this 
reciprocity matter. Had they been menaced 
with a retaliatory reimposition of the old duty 
of $40 a ton, as Blaine wanted to have it, their 
eyes would have been opened to the gravity of 
the situation long ago. If they and other 
English dependencies around the Gulf of 
Mexico do not come to terms soon it will be 
necessary to give another turn to the screws. 
Jamaica sends to the United States yearly 
nearly $2,000,000 worth of bananas. They are 
on the free list at present. In 1888 they con- 
stituted a third of the Jamaica exports to this 
country. If Congress were to provide this 
winter for a stiff duty on tropical fruits 
brought from countries which did not recipro- 
cate, the English West Indians would find 
some way, whether it pleased England or not, 
by which to save themselves from commercial 
bankruptcy. The United States has the game 
in its hands, if it only chooses to play the 
cards with even moderate skill. It is not 
necessary to buy tropical products with Amer- 
ican gold when they ‘ean be paid for as well as 
not with American farm and shop products.

GETTING SOMETHING FOR NOTHING. 

The recent craze for joining associations 
which promised a speedy return of twice as 
much money as was paid in by the investor 
appears to have been much more extensive in 
Massachusetts than in IIlinois. The idea of 
getting something for nothing was mostly 
limited here to the tontine bond, and soon 
died out, thanks.to the speedy exposure of the 
swindle by Tus Trisunz and other papers.
